Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

Section 5. The Energency Tel ephone System Act is anmended

by changing Section 10.1 as foll ows:

Sec. 10.1. Confidentiality.

(a) 9-1-1 information consisting of nanmes, addresses and
t el ephone nunbers of tel ephone custoners whose listings are
not published in directories or listed in Directory

Assi stance Ofices is confidential. Except as provided in

subsections (b) and (c), information shall be provided on a

call-by-call basis only for the purpose of responding to
energency call s.

(b) 9-1-1 i nformati on, i ncl udi ng t he i nformati on

descri bed in subsection (a), may be used by a public safety

agency for the purpose of placing out-going energency calls.

(c) Nothing in this Section prohibits a nunicipality

with a population of nmore than 500,000 from wusing 9-1-1

information, including infornation described in subsection

(a), for the purpose of responding to calls made to a

non- energency tel ephone systemthat is under the supervision

and control of a public safety agency and that shares all or

sone facilities with an energency tel ephone system

(d) Any public agency that uses 9-1-1 infornation for

the purposes described in subsections (b)) and (c¢) nust

establi sh met hods and pr ocedur es t hat ensur e t he

confidentiality of information as required by subsection (a).

(e) Divulging confidential information in violation of
this Section is a Cass A m sdeneanor.
